Mr. ‘Zimmerman invited the detectives to 
dine, which they did.

They met the Duke and Duchess 
on the ship to spare them any annoyance 
that might be offered them and to see that 
their baggage was properly attended to.“

Erskine M. Phelps is at the Hahnemann 
Hospital recovering from an dperation for 
appen icitis.. He was taken ill suddenly at 
his residence, 1703 Indiana avenue, Thanks- 
giving day. Dr. Edward Bruce, Mr. Phelps’ 
family physician, was summoned, and the 
trouble was diagnosed as appendicitis. 

Mr. Phelps was taken to the Halinemann 
Hospital, of which he is President, the next 
day, and at midnight the operation was per- 
formed by Dr. Howard R. Chislett. assisted 
by Dr. Bruce and the hospital staff. 

Despite the fact that Mr. Phelps but re- 
cently had been pronounced out of danger 
from a complication of neuralgia and sciatic 
rheumatism, he underwent the operation 
successfully, and his physicians last night 
pronounced him in good condition. He re- 
mains. under their care, at the hospital with 
the assurance that he will recover, if present 
favorable conditions continue. 

Because of Mr. Phelps’ return to tis usual 
health the suddenness with which he was 
seized with the pains indicative of a serious 
disease alarmed his family. His condition 
early in the fall, when he was stricken at 
the same time as his intimate friend, Arthur 
Sewall, Democratic candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent in 1896, and with symptoms indicating 
complications simflar to those which result- 
ed in Mr. Sewall's death. had been such as to 
cause fears that he might not survive. He 
recovereé from these attacks, however, and

Her explanation was deemed un- 
satisfactory by J. V. Clarke, President of the 
bank, and she was removed to the Harrison 


Siri Claims to Be a Dupe. 

The young girl declared she was the dupe 
of Louls Adams, who, she says, turned over 
several checks to her in payment of a debt. 
She insisted last night the police had made a 
“serious error in arresting her. Her mother, 
Mrs. Frankenstein, also declared that the 
blame was upon the man to whom all the 
money received on the checks was turned 


The police are looking for Adams to ask his 
explanation of the girl’s story. They have 
no other reason than her word to believe that 
any such person knows about the checks. 

Miss Frankenstein presented the McCor- 
mick check at the bank on Nov. 19 with the 
apparent indorsement of Mrs. J. C. Pan- 
coast, treasurer of the Orphan Asylum. It 
was cashed and went through the clear- 
ing house to the Merchants’ Loan and Trust 
company. Friday the trustees of the asy- 
lum, not having received the customary an- 
nual contribution from Mr. McCormick, made 
an inquiry as to the cause, and learned that 
several weeks ago Mr. McCormick had give 
a check to a caller, who represented himsel 
as the authorized agent of the asylum. ‘An 
investigation was made and the voucher 
bearing the indorsement of Mrs. Pancoast 
and Miss Frankenstein was produced. Mrs. 
Pancoast pronounced the indorsement a for- 
gery, and the young woman was then sum-

Knowing my 
daughter was acquainted at the Hibernian 
Bank he took advantage of her. My daugh- 
ter took the checks to the bank and then 
turned the money over to this young man.

BRITISH REPORTED TO HAVE BOER 
LEADER AT BAY. 


London Paper Prints Dispatches Tell- 
ing of a Battle in Progress Near 
Rouxville, in the Southeastern Part 
of the Orange Free State, and Stat- 
ing That the Capture of the Com- 
mandant Who Has Given Lord Rob- 
erts So Much Trouble Is Imminent. 


LONDON, Dec. 1.—The Evening Standard 
reports that a fight is in progress between 
General Knox and General De Wet, near 
Rouxville, in the southeastern extremity of 


the Orange River Colony, and that the cap-

The first dispatch from General Kitchener 
in his capacity of Commander-in-Chief of 
the British férces in south Africa is dated 
Bloemfontein, Nov. 30, and confirms the re- 


| ports of fighting between General Pilcher 


and General De Wet, as cabled on Nov. 29, 
and adds the latest reports—that General 
Knox is in touch with General De Wet’s 
force near Tafelberg, twelve miles north of 
Bethulie (Orange River Colony); that the 
Boers attacked Boshof on Nov. 28, renewed 
the attack on Nov. 29, and were repulsed 
without British loss. 

General Kitchener also reports that on 
Nov. 28 and 29 General Paget was fighting 
with the Viljoen and Erasmus commandos 
and that he drove the Boers to a position in 
the vicinity of Rietfontein.

the Chinese Minister to the United States, 
cabled Li Hung Chang on Nov. 28 that he 
was. working Washington to induce the 
American government to use its good offices 
with the powers to moderate the demands 
of the Ministers for the punishment of 
Chinese officials, and that so far he had been 
successful. 

Mr. Wu added that the American autho 
ities had promised that instructions would 
be sent to Minister Conger requesting mod- 
eration. 

Mr. Conger, the American Minister, Sir 
Ernest Satow, the British representative, 
and the new German Envoy, Dr. Mumm von 
Schwarzenstein, held a conference, and it is 
understood that they agreed on certain 
points. 

Mr. J. W. Ragsdale, the American Consul 
at Tien Tsin, reports that the Russians have 
removed the machine guns, the carriages, 
munitions of war, iron, copper, and even the 
woodwork from the arsenals at Tien Tsin. 
They have also taken all the machinery, en- 
gines, and iron in the railroad shops to the 
value of many millions of dollars. 
_ Advices from Chinese sources are to the 
effect that the Germans who visited Sanho 
Hsiangho and Pangchun returned after loot- 
ing every department in every village they 
visited.

WILDE’S END SAD AND PAINFUL. 


Dies in Hotel Nice of What Is Diagnosed 
by Physiciansas Menin- 
gitis.

PARIS, Dec. 1.—Oscar Wilde died in the 
Hotel Nice. It is a dingy old house on a dull 
Street with squalid surroundings. He occu- 
pied two rooms in this place overlooking a 
courtyard in the back. Since his release from 
prison: Wilde had occupied these quarters. 
He led a quiet humdrum life there and seldom 
spoke to any of the other guests of the house. 
Lord Alfred Douglas, who nursed Mr. Wilde 
during his last illness, came back to Pari 
from the country last August and since that 

time has never left the side of his patient. 
In October last he complained of pains in 
the ear. These became so severe that an 
operation was necessary. Some famous sur- 


geons were summoned and the operation was 
successfully performed. 


About five days ago pains in his back sud- 
denly appeared, and Dr. Tucker, who was in 
attendance, dlagnosed his disease as menin- 
gitis. Wilde's sufferings for two days were 
terrible. For the last three days, however, 
he had been unconscious. He will be buried 
on Monday in the Bagneux Cemetery.

Kentucky to Force Morocco 
to Pay Up.

Washington, D. C., Dec, 1. 


Another long step toward the construction 
‘of the Nicaraguan Canal was taken today 


when Secretary Hay 
Nicaragua Gives and Sefior Corea, the 
America Right — 
to Build Canal. which the 

States is granted the 


exclusive right to construct and operate a 
canal through the territory Nicaragua. 
This was done in anticipation of Congress- 
fonal action on the Nicaraguan Canal bill and 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. 

While considerable care has beén taken to 
keep the terms of the treaty secret until it 
has been transmitted to the Senate it can be 
stated on excellent authority that Nicaragua 
grants to the United States government the 
exclusive right to operate a canal between | 
the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans across Nie- 
aragua, including the free use of San Juan 
River and Lake Managua as part of the 
Water course. 

Nicaragua will also abrogate any outstand-. 
ing treaties tending to abridge or restrict the 
privileges acquired by the United States, 
which is given full authority to police the 
canal 


Nicaragua will receive some compensation 
for the concessions granted, which is believed 
to be about $5,000,000. 

A short time ago the State department en- 
‘tered into a treaty with Costa Rica some- 
what similar to the one signed today. This 
‘was done to protect fully the interests of the 
United States, as it was feared unless a 
treaty was made with Costa Rica some ob- 
stacle might be thrown in the way of the 
construction of the canal, as Costa Rica has 
established a claim to the right bank of the 
San Juan River, which forms abgut one-third 
the length of the canal, if the Nicaraguan

Defends Sympathetic Striker. 

Miss Addams defended the sympathetic 
strike as an altruistic movement, and recom- 
mended the settlement of all labor troubles 
by arbitration.

Try to Loot Notre Dame. 


The vaults at the Cathedral Notre Dame 
Church, made famous by Victor Hugo's 
book, came near being looted last night, de- 
spite extraordinary precautions always 
taken to safeguard the enormous treasures 
amassed for centuries. | : 

The enterprise only failed through the 
merest accident. The plot amazed the police 
by its remarkably intricate ingenuity, and 
must have been the work of a genius in the 
burglar line. It must have taken a minimum 
of two years’ careful preparation and re- 
quired the collaboration of a dozen cool and 
experienced thieves. The police refuse de- 
tails, Which it would be dangerous to make 
public on account of their possible applica- 
tlon elsewhere. 

The treasure in the vaults is said to be 
the richest in the world, containing as it 
does gifts of Kings and Queens, preciously 
mounted, relies, historical véstments, orria- 
mented with precious stones, ritual vases, 
etc. The richest are only partly shown to 


visitors on certain days of the week, and 


have long tempted robbers. 
There exists a book entitled Historical 
Attempts Upon the Notre Dame Treasures. 
It is dated 1840, and contains accounts of 
forty-two unsuccessful and five partly suc- 
cessful attempts, including Robespierre’s 
seizure during the revolution. Sixteen 
guardians have lost their lives defending the 

vaults from early days to the present. 
The defunct League of Taxpayers has been 
resurrected.

‘ Asserted, Can Easily Be Remedied 


by a Proper Study of the Demands 
of French Consumers.

PARIS, Dec. 1—The Paris papers this 
morning publish telegrams from Pittsburg 
announcing contracts for large shipments of 
American coal to French ports. During a 
recent visit to Marseilles I questioned lead- 
ing members of the Marseilles Chamber of 
Commerce, representatives of the Paris, Ly- 
ons and Marseilles railway, representatives 
of the Transatlantique and of Messageries 
Navigation companies, and of the coal firms 
of the Messrs. Savon, the Messrs. Worms, 
and others, as to the prospect of American 
coal being able to compete with English coal 
in the French markets. 

The consensus of opinion expressed was 
unfavorable, chiefly on account of the enor- 
mous difference in normal freight rates to 
Marséilles from the United States and from 
England, which are 20 shillings from Amer- 
ica, as against only 6 shillings from Eng- 
land or Wales. : 

On the other hand, experts at Marseilles 
said that the quality of American coal, espe- 
cially of that known as Pocahontas coal, 
was perfectly satisfactory as regards calorific 
power, percentage of ash, etc. The difficulty. 
lies in the small size and friability of Amer- 
ican coal, which is not adapted to grates or 
to furnaces of the French steamships, the 
British Peninsular and Oriental ships, or to 
the French and Italian steamships, which 
can only use large Cardiff coal. 

Agents of the Peninsular and Oriental line 
say they have had two consignments of 500 
tons each direct from Newport News, and 
stated that-in their opinion the American 
coal could not compare permanently with 
Welsh coal, owing to its small size and to its 
friability, which makes it much more ex- 

nsive to handle, 
— prohibitive freight rates from the 
United States ports. 

The American Consul at Marseilles ex- 
pressed confidence that there was a future: 
for American coal in Marseilles provided the 
American coal merchants would take pains 
to carefully study the French market before 
shipping large quantities without due in- 
quiry. The prevailing opinion is that Mar- 
. — at present is overstocked with Amer- 


ican coal.

STOCK MARKET NORMAL | 


STEADIES DOWN AFTER POST- 
ELECTION EXCITEMENT. | 


No Break in Prices, but Many Changes 
Are Recorded — Investment Buying 
of Standard Secerities Continues, 
Investors Preferring. High-Class 
Issues to More Dangerous Indus- 
trials—Some Surprising Alterations 
Among Bank Items 


| (BY E. W. HARDEN.] 

New York, Dec. 1.—[{Special.}—Transac- 
tions in stocks during the week ending today 
ha~e dropped to something like normal 
limits, and the market has ceased to be the 
.one-sided affair it was during the weeks im- 
mediately succeeding election. Price changes 
haye not been wholly on the side of advances. 
In fact, the record shows quite as many 
stocks in which there were losses as gains. 
There has been no break in prices, however, 
most of the changes being of small conse- 
quence. 

In some ways the market is stronger at the 
close of this week than it was at the close 
of last, notwithstanding the recessions in 
prices and the weakness which developed 
in the late trading today. Many traders in 


Wall street have been leoking for a break 


in prices. Predictions have freely been made 
that investment buying would end and that 
prices would go off sharply. The fact that 
with a considerable decrease in the volume of 
business transacted prices shouid hold 30 
well indicates clearly the inherent strength 
of the market, and that the advance of the 
last few weeks has not been a forced cae ur 
one which can be successfully attackéd by 
a few manipulators. It is a significant fact 


that in this week's movement in stocks the 


greatest strength has been shown in. the 
high class investment securities. Few of 
the dividend payers. closed today below last 


‘Saturday's figures. This is particularly 


true of the railroad stocks. In the indus- 
trials the same strength was not shown. 
The reason for this is the fact that invest- 
ment buyers of stocks prefer the smaller re- 
turn on the investment which comes from 
the securities offered in the raliroad issues 
than the larger return and what many be- 
lieve to be the danger which lies in the pur- 
chase of industrial stocks. 

Figured on the earning power of the stocks, 
the 1 dust: lals are selliag on: muci: lower 
basis than railroad issues. One reason 
for this lies in the fact that large blocks of 
common stock in the newer industrial com- 
panies are in the hands of promoters, who 
received their profits in the way of stock 
issues. lie.) l ave bien actively 
disposing of their stocks when they could 
do 80 without bringing about a break in 
prices. 

Buying for investment continues, not- 
withstanding the fact that thousands of 
shares of stock have been taken out of the 
market during the recent period of activity. 
There is good buying of the railroad stocks, 
and high-class bonds and guaranteed stocks 
are now in better demand than they have 
been for a long time. Undoubtedly a good 
many investors have turned their attention 
to the bond market, for the reason that 
bonds have not shown the same increase 
that has been shown in quotations for stocks. 
The amount of stocks absorbed through this 
demand is enormous. For the month of De- 
cember interest and dividend payments on 
stocks quoted in New York will amount to 
$41,736,000, while for the current year these 
figures reach the enormous sum of $615,- 
000,000. In large part this money finds its 
way into stocks and bonds, and it is the buy- 
ing of people who hold high-class securities 
which has had much to do with the strength 
shown in the market of late. 

There have been some surprising changes 
in the bank items during recent weeks. To- 
day’s excitement, for example, showed an 
unexpected expansion in the loan item, the 
increase in loans during the week reaching 
the extraordinary total of $11,717,000. De- 
posits increased in even greater amount, the 
increase in this {tem amounting to $13,019,000, 
and cash holdings, which it was expected 
had decreased from last week's figures, in 
reallty showed an increase of nearly $2,000,- 
000.

Early Spring the Cause. 

The early opening of the present seng 
is primarily responsible for the congested 
condition of the egg market. Owing tothe 
warm weather hens began laying as earlyas 
March, and the bulk of the supply camel 
April, two months earlier than the year be 
fore. Receipts this year have been the 
largest in the history of the trade, aggregat- 
ing 1,461,000 cases, as compared with 900,08) 
cases the year before. But they went ite 
consumption instead of storage houses, and 
hence the scant supply at present. Storage 
stocks are anywhere from 50 to 60 per cent 
short—possibly 150,000 cases now, ad em 
pared with 300,000 cases at the same time last 
year. 

Most of the Eggs Already Used 

About 550,000 cases have been put in store 
since the season opened, but 300,000 of these. 
have been sold at an average of 17 cents 
The remainder will sell over 20 cents. Laat 
year the loss in the egg business was nest 
$1,000,000, the market. breaking sharply and 
leaving the trade well stocked up with high 
priced eggs. The avetage cost was 15 cents 
and the average selling price 10 cents. Two 
years ago the market was as high as @ 


cents a dozen, and last year as low as 3 


cents a dozen, or $1.20 a case. * f 


Chicago Storage for 800, 000 Cases. 

Storage capacity of Chicago egg houses is 
800,000 cases. The eggs are kept at a pre 
tically constant temperature of 30°, not vac 
ing %° during the eleven months of storage; 
or such time as they may be in the wearer 
houses.

Chicago’s smoke and grime 
and soot and dirt as the specific 
cause of malformations in the 
jungs ot every person who has breathed its 
atmosphere for any considerable period may 
de a revelation to most people outside of the 
‘medical profession. 

_ ¥et there are thousands of men and w 

In Chicago's down-town streets and women 
tissues are as black from coal soot as soot 
will make them. 

So black.“ says Dr. A. R. Edwards, that 
in a post mortem examination, to lay the 
hand across the newcut surface of a 
transverse section of the lung, would blacken 
the palm almost as black as to put it wet 
into a pan of soot.” 

Dr. Edwards long 
tem examinations at the Cook County Hos- 
pital. With a considerable degree of cer- 
tainty he can pick out the Chicago resident- 
"subject by the blackened condition of his 
lung tissues, while, as compared to these, 
the lung of a farmer or villager is as day 
unto night. 

“The effect of all this?” repeated Dr. 
Edwards in answer to a question. In the 
more aggravated cases the physician finds 

& marked thickening of the lung tissues 
— a consequent lessening of air capacity. 
With a diminished lung capacity, and an at- 
mosphere weighted with the poisonous gases 
from the smoke and the gritty soot par- 
ticles that accompany it, even a layman can 
make a good guess as to effect on the system. 

There is marked irritation in the lung, of 
course; but with the purifying process of 
the blood interrupted there is a reaction on 
the heart itself, a loss of tone and finally a 
possible lowering of vitality and general 
power of resistance that is greater than 
the mere local irritation in the bronchial 
tubes and in the air cells. 


It is not too much to say that the effect 
of the smoke and dirt of Chicago, in shorten- 
ing and weakening the life of its people, is in- 
comparably of more moment than are its 
effects upon every other material thing to be 
considered. 

Surgeon D. A. K. Steele is of the opinion 
that if he were to be a complainant under the 
smoke ordinance, or a seeker for damages 
efainst the owner of a smoking chimney, he

Professor John A. Wesener, chemist in the 
Columbus Medical Laboratory, says: 
* “fh the ordinary soft coal smoke, the lungs 
take up first the unconsumed carbon in the 


form of black, gritty particles. Of gases 


there are cdrbon dioxide, sulphur dioxide, 
Gnd carbon monoxide. This dast, especially, 
ig one of the poisons that the animal lung 
itself gives off. You may judge from that of 
the harmfulness of smoke.“ f 

Dr. Roehr of the laboratory has explained 
the processes by which the lung tissues be- 
Some blackened. In the béginning, nature 
Antieipated the necessity of a filtering proc- 
@ss for air. The nasal passages are lined 
With minute hairs which are kept moist by 
the mucuous linings of the nose and by the 
moisture-laden breath of the individuai. 

For such dust and smoke particles as pass 
these, the throat has a miniature catch basin. 
Then all down the bronchial tubes their lin- 
ings are such as to catch all particles and the 
Siliated epithelium tends always to throw 
these particles back. 


But when the atmosphere has become so 
Charged with soot and smoke as to overload 
the filtering capacity of the breathing ap- 
paratus, the lung tissue begins to clog in 
pets. The nostrils become dry from the 
Waits of dirt, as does the upper part of 
the trachea. Down the bronchial tubes so 
Biuch foreign matter passes through these 
ary passages as to overwork the ciliated tis- 
es, and the carbon particles get into the 
spongy structure of the lungs. The inef- 
tectual attempts of the cilia to throw off 
these irritating particles prompts them to 
Sverexertion and this leads to 2 Weakening 
of their powers. |

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** So, in the beginriing, the people have to 
pay for the smoke that is making the 
nuisance. Then, in spring, fall, and winter, 
how much money is paid out for gas and 
electric light that would not have to be 
spent were it not for the clouds of smoke 
and soot? 

More or less directly, too, the smoke 
nuisance has been responsible for a street 
cleaning department which notoriously does 
not do what should be done. And on top of 
this is the great material damage to nearly 
everything that exists in this smoke-laden 
atmosphere. However you figure it, this 
loss is on the people. They pay for the 
foolishness of the conditions and they pay 
directly for the damages that come of them. 

“Then they suffer in health to round out 
the full measure of it. Climate, no doubt, 
has much to do with the universal catarrh 
in Chicago, but that disease is aggravated | 
by the smoke, soot, and dust that fill the 
air. And dust from unclean streets may be 
worse than the smoke. 

** Altogether, however, the three nuisances 
are shortening lives in Chicagg. At night 
thé gasequs elements in smoke are most 
obtrusive, and in many sections of the city, 
in order to shut these out, people are forced 
to close windows and breathe over and over 
again the impurities of indoor air. If the 
windows be left open, however, the vapors 
are scarcely less poisonous. Then they carry 
solid particles that irritate and inflame, and 
wherever these conditions exist the. proba- 
bility of disease germs taking hold is in- 


N EED OF REFORM. 

“ Dnquestionably the pathological side of 
the smoke nuisance is its great side, and in 
some way the public should be awakened to 
the present-conditions in this city. Any busi- 
ness proposition to abate smoke and dirt at 
any direct cost would be cheap.“ 

To show how subtly the sooty elements in 
the atmosphere get into the lungs, Professor 
Wesener recalls some experiments made in 
the laboratory a few years ago. It was de- 
signed to show that a vapor containing silver 
could be taken into the lungs and that the 
oxidizing of the silver would blacken the 
lung tissues. The experiments were to be 
made upon guineau pigs, and animals for 
this purpose were brought from the residence 
of Dr. Adolph Gehrmann in Ellis avenue. An 
apparatus was constructed, saturated, and 
when the animal had breathéd the vapors for 
a certain time it was killed and a section of 
the lung put under the microscope. 

“It showed black, said Professor Wese- 
ner, and the experiment was a success un- 
til a few days later, when the lung of a pig 
that had not been subjected to the vapors 
was put under the glass. Then it was discov- 
ered that this lung was black. Experiments 
on other pigs in the laboratory showed 
blackened lung tissues, and we finally had 
to send down into Ohio for animals on which 
to make the vapor experiments. 

Surgeons long have recognized the ten- 
dency of the lungs to become loaded with 
dust particles of any kind. | 

In a good many trades it is quite possible 
to find evidences of them in the lung tis- 
sues of a dead man, said Dr. Steele. Men 
who work at emery wheels, for instance, may 
have their lungs blackened by the powdered 
stone until the grit will show marked effect 
on the surgeon's knife. Bricklayers’ lungs 
may take on the red pigment from the brick 
dust and the tissue be loaded withit. Mar- 
ble workers, granite cutters, and other work- 
ers in stane, show the same phenomena. 
The coal miner and the coal heaver especially 
show these deposits because of the blackness 
of the particles. 

„Mill men who work in me may be 
distinguished by the condition of the lungs 
and to a great extent I should say the lungs 
of persons living in smoky sections of the 
city might present pathological differences 
from the lungs of suburban residents. This 
last might be difficult to prove, but at least 
it seems probable.”’ 

„As to the lungs of a long-time suburban 
resident being less discolored thon those of 
a resident’ in the city proper, I would say 
ves, said Dr. Edwards. ‘‘ The suburban 
resident, whose business may keep him in 
his own neighborhood most of his time, ought 
to show in his lungs the proportionate lack 
of discoloration that the lungs of the man 
from the country show. 

It is reasonable to suppose, however, that 
all persons who spend from eight to ten 
hours a day in the down-town district would 
suffer about the same degree of lung dis- 
coloration. 

“These discolorations, in the main, are 
found in patches on the upper lobes of the 
lungs. They may be quite irregular in form. 
In extreme cases, of course, the whole lung 
is more or less black, but there will be spots 
darker than the rest. Some of these marked

Here they mag 
sit down, often in an alcove, at one of the 
polished oak tables with which this dran 
ing-room is furnished, and discuss at leisure 
the business that brought them there..“

The next oasis, Alti-misch-bulsk, 
Was supposed to be six days away.

In the Sand-Storm. 


It seems strange that the wild camel holds 
man in such abject fear when it is remem- 
bered that only a few caravans invade his 
territory in the course of a year. It must be 
instinct with him—the ‘heritage of past gen- 
erations living in the days when this desert 
‘was fertile’ ground. Their only companion 
ds the buran,“ or black sand-storm, which 


falls suddenly upon all living creatures, al- 


lowing no one time for seeking shelter, even 


-if such were at hand. 

The buran arrives without notice and gains 
in strength with every fraction of a second. 
On the 13th of the month we were traveling 
through the sea of sand searching in vain 
for traces of organic life, when suddenly a 
gale blew into our faces. I shouted to the 
caravan leader to keep on and he did so fur 
about twenty paces, then the camels began 
to reel, rocking from one side to the other 
like tiny crafts in the storm, or as if drunk; 
they could gain no more foothold, try as 
they might. The ground wavered and surged 
and rose in waves, forming hollows: here, 
billows there; a wandering dune, nay, thou- 
sands of them. Picking up tons of fine sand, 
the storm carried its load for a hundred 
paces‘ and then dropped it in disgust. I 
thought I saw an elevation nearby, and, 
quickly , resolved, made for it on foot as I 
was. But the storm turned me into a winged 
creature. With my feet hardly touching the 
sand, I was carried: along as in a dream. 


Next moment the supposed hill was gone, 
and, turning around, I perceived. what a fool 


I had been to leave the caravan even for so 
short a distance, for all objects vanished in 


the prevailing gray-yellow mist? while the 


very floor of the desert was invisible. 


12 Rain of Fine Sand. 

A cloud of fine sand, possessing the power 
of resistance of raging ocean waves, com- 
pletely enveloped me. I could go no more 
against it than against house-high breakers 
coming in at the ocean shore. I lost all sense 
of locality, and, though I fired off my pistol 
and shouted for help, my companions heard 
me not. I thought of the several camels I 
had to abandon during a buran while travel- 
ing in the Muz-Kol Valley (in October, 1893) 
poor beasts, they were immediately and for 
all time lost from sight. I scarcely dared 
hope to find my way back to the caravan. 
Yet I did, heaven knows how. Then, as soon 
as I could get at my instruments, I set to 
work to measure the velocity of the wind. 
It was fifty-six feet on the ground, eigh 
at an elevation of seven feet, per secon 
The instruments did not register higher. We 
had to kneel’ down, burying our knees deep 
into the sand, and hold each other by the 
hands to keep from being blown away. At 
last, when the storm somewhat abated, we 
succeeded in putting up a goatskin tent, 
which we fastened by ropes to some dead 
trees. The cold was cutting—7 degrees. We 
had to kneel around the flickering fire to 
keep from freezing. Dry bread was our 
only food. As all our utensils were filled 
with sand we couldn't attempt to cook, par- 
ticularly-as canned goods would have been 
rendered unpalatable as soon as opened. 

Meanwhile the sand kept whipping the tent 
walls and making a noise like a heavy rain 
shower, while fine sand streamed in through 
all seams and cracks, covering instruments, 
maps, and bags an inch high. 

It’s not easy to decide what causes the 
buran, but I incline to think that in these re- 
gions wind is the strongest physical power 
at work on the surface of the earth. One 
need but experience one sandstorm to under- 
stand that it was possible for the buran to 
fill up the Lop Nor Sea and compel it to emi- 


grate. 

| Camels Loaded with Ice. 

We started from Altimisch-bulak south 
towards the Karakoschun waters with six 
camels loaded with ice, and soon reached 
a dried up lake surrounded by salt forma- 
tions, dead forests, and bulrushes. Its bed, 
which we used asa highway for twelve hours 
in succession, was streaked by mud banks 
‘running horizontally from one end to the 
other, and the milltards upon milliards of 
shells sticking in the mud testified that this 
sterile ground was once teeming with life. 
The shells, I observed, belong to the same 
family of Linnza now found in Lake Kara- 


koschun. 
From this and other circumstances I gath- 


‘ered that I had discovered the original bed 


of Lake Lop Nor, as marked an ancient Chi- 
nege maps. The mouth of the Kum-darsa

I take it thatthe basin discovered by 
‘Przchevalski Was a modern formation, as 
Von Richthofen has alteady suggested. It 
contained, the Russian said, sweet water, 
which is against the nature of things in a 
desert lake having no overflow to the sea. 


Houses, Temples, Watch Towers. 


But our discoveries didn't stop there. Two 
days later we found ruins of old houses on a 
small hill rising on the left embankment of 
Lake Lop Nor. One of them must have 
served as a temple devoted to Buddha, as 
the great masses of sacrificing vessels in the 
intérior proved. I am not ready to speak on 
the period of the erection or destruction of 
this edificé. It must have fallen to pieces 
long ago, but the woodwork, protected by 
sand, was still in a good state of preserva- 
tion. I may mention, though, that the two 
large Buddhistic cities which I found buried 
in.sand dunes in the desert about Khotan 
(1895) were at least 2.000 years.old. Like 
their ruins, those öf the temple bespeak a 
high and flourishing culture now vanished. 
These houses seem to have been built en- 
tirely of wood. Those of the above men- 
tloned Second Sodom.“ Takla-makan, you 
will remember, were constructed of reed. 
bound together in bundles, and covered with 
an outer and interior coating of sun-dried 
or burnt clay. .The sand has preserved the 
building material, as it did the wall paint- 
ings of Takla-makan. 

All the woodwork, posts, wainscoting, 
doors, etc., were cracked and hard, but brit- 
tle at the same time, and their whole surface 
was covered with carvings executed with 
unusual refinement of taste. The figure of a 
King with scepter and crown occurs again 
and again, and there are female figures, half 
clad, their hands folded in prayer. They re- 
semble in facial aspect the Hindus of today. 
The running borders show lotos flowers in 
profusion, while lotos leaves and wreaths of 
flames form the backgrounds for the figures. 
Among the latter are men clad after Persian 
fashion, -holding flower wreathes in their 


Ancient Chinese Hotel. 

The second house appears to have been 
an ent Chinese hostelry, consisting of 
a number of connected dwelling places, 
‘built in oblong shape within a large square. 
The ruins measure about 160 feet in length 
and are situated on what was once a land- 
tongue extending into Lop Nor Lake. The 
house is constructed of massive beams, fur- 
nished by the nearby forests, now swallowed 
up in the ravenous maw of the desert king, 
sand. The roof rests on strong pillars. 
The dining-rooms, guestrooms, playrooms. 
can still be distinguished, and the bot- 
tom of the stable is covered with durg 
which we used for our fire after digging 
it out of the sand. Every detail of the 
foregoing was recorded on maps, surveyed, 
measured, sketched, and photographed. 

Proceeding a little farther to the east 
we saw at a distance of ‘half a milé 
four watch towers in the shape of pyramids. 
They were built of white clay, had massive 
cupolas or domes, and only one door, but 
were dotted with portholes on all sides. 

This discovery corroborates in most con- 
clusive fashion one of the chief results of 
my explorations of four years ago, published 
in Through Asia.” At that time 1 dis- 
covered an ancient route leading from China 
westward, and followed it for a week or 
longer, when I lost track of it. That was 
northwest from the basin of the Lop Nor. 
where I now stood, and I had seen watch 
towers there like those just described. 
They marked the way for the ancient silk 
caravans on their travels to the centers of 
western civilization. After passing Lop 
Nor Lake the caravans entered the dreaded 
desert, at whose other end Sa-chow was 


situated. 
Tee Supply Exhausted. 

On the day following these discoverie 
Abdu Rehim’s contract with me ran — 
and he started with his camels for the 
mountains, as he did not care to p 
farther south in a desert of whose dimen- 


When he left my force was reduced to four 
men, as m camels, a horse, and two dogs. 
As of our ice had melted, we had 
water daily for four days more. Still, chat 
didn’t, prevent us from fini our work 
in the discoveréd houses and towers, and 
when we finally did start we 


hadn't gone twenty miles when I discovered 


ure, the spade necessary for well-digging. 
As it would have deen useless to proceed 
without it, I sent my man Oerdek to find 
this important tool. He staid away three 
days, but returned at last with horse, spade, 
and his health unbroken. 

This is his report: He had lost his way 
in a storm and at daybreak found himselfin 
a neighborhood he had never before seen. 
Riding hither and thither while searching 
for a trodden path, he came upon a small 
walled town or settlement, deserted, of 
course. Ten of the houses, among them one 
extensive edifice, a temple, were still stand- 
ing. They were built. of stone and the 
masonry was quite intact. All this corrob- 
orated my opinion, expressed on a former 
occasion, that the accounts of buried cities 
and treasure hoards in the desert current 
among the natives have a solid foundation 
in fact. | 

The houses, he continued, were much 
“richer inside than those we had previously 
discovered, in witness whereof he produced 
several carved wooden cornices with traces 
of gilt or entation that he had been able 
to carry aWay. Later on he observed the 
‘watch towers where we had camped, reached 
them before nightfall, and in the morning 
started in. our still fresh, tracks. Two days 
later we all reached the Kara-koschun 
River, where we settled down to give our- 
selves and animals a long needed rest. 


Joy on Finding Water. 


There was excellent grazing, and the wa- 
ter, we thought, was the finest in the world. 
No one can appreciate water lest he has 
traveled for weeks and months through ster- 
ile deserts with the fear of dying from thirst 
constantly before his eyes. I felt like kiss- 
ing the lake, like wallowing in it, like giving 
my body up to its waves. My passion was 
so strong that I decided to build a raft, 
buoyed by goat-skin sacks. On this 
Tijernoff, the Cossack, and myself floated 
down the lake, when a good-sized storm 
with heavy waves came up. When finally 
our craft was thrown on shore we were half 
frozen and had to crawl into bed to thaw 
out. 

It took us a full month to get back to 
Yangi-Koll, and I made several discoveries 
of importance to geography on this return 
trip. I observed that the southern end of 


it grows bigger and bigger in the north, and, 
furthermore, I discovered a new auxiliary 
stream of this river that starts at Schirge- 
Gappgan and flows eastward, where it loses. 
itself in the desert. The Tarim River, I 
found, has left its old bed for a considerable 
space—all of which proves that the hydro- 
graphical system moves towards the north- 
east. I revisited Lakes Avalla, Kara, Tajek, 
and Arka-koll, and surveyed them thor- 
oughly. 

Upon my return to headquarters I learned 
that my faithful servant, Parpi Bay, who 
attended me on my previous journey through 
central Asia, had died. He sleeps under the 
sacred pennants of the village. 

We are now preparing to go to the moun- 
tains for the summer. Our caravan will 
include Islam Bay, Baschi, Tjernoff, and 
Sirkin. The latter is the learned Cossick 
who tends to the meteorological instruments. 
We will have plenty of camels, forty horses, 
nine mules, and provisions for six months. 
When rested I will start for northern and 
central Thibet. HEDIN,

made it had he considered the damaging 
effect of such a selection on bis future and 
that of other “old Judges.“ The Judge WO 
appoints a Master in Chancery for political 
reasons solely does not perform a juditial | 
function in so doing. He merely registers 
the will of some politician. He becomes no 
better than a political Judge himself. Such 
Judges are unsatisfactory to the people. 

Is not it time that there should be less 
politics on the bench than there is at the 
present moment? The cry of “ reélect the 
old Judges will be of no avail hereafter if 
the Judges, and especially the Republican 
Judges, continue to identify themselves with 
machine politics to so ‘great. an extent 
as they have done lately. Unless there is a 
reform in this respect the impression will 
prevail that these Judges cannot always 
be relied on to administer justice impartial- 
ly between litigants of both parties, and that 
they permit political friendships to govern 
their course on the bench. 

When the next judicial election takes 
place there will be a good deal of difficulty 
in bringing the people up to the rack to 
vote for the old Judges with the familiar 
plea that they should be re@lected simply be- 
they are old.“ If a Judge is both old 
and unworthy there are two good reasons 


why he should not be reblected. To the 
extent that a Judge has been mixed up in 


politics or is controlled ‘by party hacks his 
1 usefulness is impaired. Such a man should 
practice politics exclusively, and not try 
to reconcile two incompatible professions. 
A Judge may be so old and crabbed as to be 
unable to longer discharge satisfactorily 
the duties of his position. When a Judge 
is both too old and too active in politics 
there are a double set of reasons, either of 
which would be sufficient, for retiring bim.

It would 
be much more comforting to the lovers of 


their fighting exclusively above the clouds, 
but bumanity would not be much the gainer. 


SOME COAL CONUNDRUMS. 

The coal delivered at the county institu- 
tions has been shown to be of inferior quali- 
ty, though paid for at the high price of 
$4.28 a ton. The next matter which de- 
mands investigation is as to the quantity 
of coal actually delivered. Has the county 
received as many tons of coal as it has paid 
for? The new County board must turn on 
the limelight and let the public know what 
the facts are, no matter who may be hurt 
by them. 

Is it true that the county is consuming 
53,000 tons of soft coal yearly, of which 
only one-quarter goes for poor relief? Do 
the institutions at Dunning actually con- 
sume 18,000 tons of coal a year, even 
though that coal is of the cheap, inferior 
quality which has been t there some- 
times? And if so much coal is used at Dun- 
ning, why is the consumption so enormous? 
Nobody. believes so much fuel would be 
used if the buildings were run by a private 
instead of a public corporation. — 

Is this apparent excessive use of coal, 
which has run the county’s soft coal bills 
up to a quarter of a million dollars a year, 
due to short weight? In the ease of the 
bill vetoed by President Irwin yesterday it 
is alleged, that the consignment of coal 
weighed 41,000 pounds less than the amount 
charged to the county. Was that an “ acci- 
dent which has happened often? The 
coal contracts read th all statements are 
to be accompanied he original freight 
bills of the railroad company.” It is said 
that this wise requirement has always been 
ignored. If so, it will be a matter of some 
difficulty to find whether the county has 
received as many tons of coal as it has paid 
for. The fact that this provision of the 
contract has not been cemplied with is sus- 
picious and makes a searching investiga- 
tion all the more necessary. 

It the county has been a loser in the 
weight as well as in the quality of coal, it 
is easy to account for coal bills aggregating 
53,000 tons a year. People who are capable 
of the delivery of coal so inferior in quality 
as to be worth less than half contract 
price cannot be assumed to be scrupulous as 
to weight. Such people are not necessarily 
content with the excessive gains coming 
from the delivery of inferior coal, and may

The public has been paying the bills for 
coal inferior in quality and which may have 
been short in weight.

ENGLAND’? TAX ON MILLIONAIRES. 
Richard Croker has made the unpleas- 
ant discovery that if he wishes to ljve in 
England he must pay the English income 
tax. The British authorities estimate his 
income at $100,000, and they have accord- 
ingly levied upon him for $5,000 a year 
as the price of residence in that country. 
At the same time a similar case of still 
more importance has just been decided in 
the Lord Chief Justice’s court, by virtue 
of which the estate of another ex-Ameri- 
ean, William. L. Winans, is compelled to 
pay death duties of $1,000,000, or nearly 
10 per cent of the entire estate. At this 
rate the British people can afford to give 
a cordial welcome to American millionaires 
who prefer. to live on British soil, since the 
straugers are made to pay roundly during 
Ute by means of an income tax and are 
assessed still more heavily at death. A 
neat sum like that from the Winans estate 
should be especially welcome now, when 
the British rate payer must go down into 
his pockets to defray the $500,000,000 
which the Boer war cost. 

Perhaps these proceedings on the part 
of the British authorities will tend to di- 
minish the enthusiasm of certain Americans 
for British institutions. At least it will 
make them hesitate before they expatriate 
themselves and take up their residence in 
countries which have such a drastic taxing 
system and which enforces it so rigidly and 
promptly upon newcomers. They should 
make a special note of the fact that nobody 
can escape the operation of the British 
death duties who does not put/his personal 
property out of his hands before he dies. 
This is a matter which William Waldorf 
Astor will have to consider. One of his 
reasons for becoming a British subject was 
‘the wish to escape what he eonsidered the 
excessive taxation of the City of New York, 
but he has jumped from the frying pan 
into the fire. When he dies.the British au- 


| thorities will lay their hands on his estate 


and take as large a portign of it as they can. 

A large share of the British revenues is 
derived from the income tax and from death 
duties. One of these forms of taxation does 
not exist in the United States, while the 
other exists only in a mild form, as com- 


| pared with that in England. The differ- 


ence is so marked that it must subdue con- 
siderably the desire of snobbish Americans 
to become Englishmen. A character in

CHICAGO'S UNKNOWN PHILANTHROPIST. 

According to the announcement of Chief 
Kipley of the Police department there is. 
a modest philanthropist in Chicago who has 
authorized the members of the force to fur 
nish at his expense immediate relief in every 
case of real want and distress which comes 
to their notice. His only condition is that 
his name be not made public, Already sev- 
eral hundred dollars have been distributed 
under this arrangement and it is anticipated 
that the expenditure will reach as many 
thousands before the winter is over. 

The man who thus offers to provide for 
the immediate and pressing wants of the 
poor of the city is certainly of kindly spirit 
and generous heart. At the same time the 
wisdom of his plan and of its announcement 
may be fairly questioned. When the state- 
ment is published that a practically limit · 
less fund is available for distribution the 
number of unworthy and worthless appli- 
cants is certain to multiply alarmingly. in- 
vestigation is generally admitted to be the 
only basis of wise and helpful charity, and 
there is already in existence the central 
bureau of charities, the business of which 
is to investigate all cases of apparent des- 
titution and to furnish relief to all such 
as really deserve it. If the unknown philan- 
thropist who has agreed to furniah funds 
for the Police department had put the 
same amount of money at the disposal of 
there is reason 
to believe that it would have been dis- 
tributed with greater discretion and wiser 
discernment. In order that charitable work 
should be done promptly and with the least 
possible waste of time and effort it should 
be centralized as much as possible, Patrol- 
men to whose attention cases of destitution 
are called should. at once report them to 
the Associated Charities, who. would then 
promptly give each case the necessary at- 
tention. In this way only can unnecessary 
and often positively harmful duplication 
of work be avoided. 


EDUCATING THE MILLIONAIRE, 

Mr, Truxton Beale, ex-Minister to Persia, 
takes issue with Thomas Nelson Page con- 
cerning the shortcomings of the Newport 
millionaires. He thinks the “ multi has 
been struck upon the wrong cheek, and 
so he delivers an ‘eqially vigordus blow 
on the other. In the December number 
of the Forum Mr. Beale argues most cogent- 
ly that the offenses of the “smart set” 
are economic rather than moral. He be- 
lieves the idle-born of New York are not 
so bad morally as the similar classes in 
the old world, but the real harm they do 
is greater because they have more money 
to waste. Whether he be right or wrong 
on the moral point, he establishes his eco- 
nomie thesis in unanswerable style. 

The fundamental ‘fallacy behind whieh 
all lavish waste of wealth can hide itadif 
in this country is the idea that the rich 
man is doing a public service by squander- 
ing his wealth on useless things, The mil- 
lionaires themselves are as ignorant as the 
millions on this point, as shown by the de- 
fense they recently tried to make against 
Men far above the 
intellectual average have not yet grasped 
the economic law explained so clearly by

that spendthrift expenditure is impoverish- 
ing, not enriching, society. There is a popu- 
lar notion that it is a good thing for mil- 
lionaires to employ large numbers of peo- 
ple in catering to their absurd and unpro- | 
ductive whims of luxury—that it makes 
work” and “distributes money.” The mil- 
lionaires themselves defend their waste of 
wealth on this ground. They say it is 
better to spend their money on races, yachts, 
big feasts, costly dress, and Bradley-Martin 
balls than to leave the money in the bank. 
Mr. Beale dentes this and proves that it 
is untrue. If the money were in bank it 
would be used in productive enterprises, em- 
ploying labor in useful instead of useless 
activities, and would make life easier for 
everybody. 

This is the economic truth insisted upon 
by Mr. Beale, and he says the people ought 
first to learn this lesson themselves and 
then educate the millionaireg on the sub- 
ject. Though the American millionaires 
do not all think it necessary to drink them- 
selves to death on gin in order to distribute 
their wealth, like one mentioned by Leslie 
Stephen, yet many of them spend their 
money in ways hardly more useful to society 
or to themselves. Mr. Beale believes they 
will ultimately endanger the whole sys- 
tem of private ownership of property if 
they do not abate their vulgar excesses. He 
may not be able to make the average mul- 
ti“ realize or care for the true relation 
that wealth bears to the public weal, but 
his article deserves to have a wide influ- 
ence in giving the genera! reader a correct 
view of this vital economic question. | 


YOUNG MEN'S CHANCES. 

A writer in the December number of the 
World's Work bas taken up for serious in- 
vestigation the cry raised in the recent 
campaign that young men no longer have a 
chance to win great business success with- 
out wealth or influence. The writer has 
interviewed prominent men in the various 
industries and professions, and the unani- 
mous testimony is that the young men of 
today have a better chance, relatively and 


will dispute this conclusion, so far as op- 
portunities for earning a comfortable liv- 
ing are concerned. At the same time it will 
be no less generally admitted that the 
chances are much fewer for winning success 
by building up an independent enterprise. 
The young man who is unwilling to work 
under other men is likely to have a hard 
time in this era of organized industry, 
Both aspects of the subject are discussed 
in interesting style by Charles R. Flint, one 
of the men who contribute to the symposium 
in the World’s Work. He is the head of 
one of the large trusts, and he holds that 
the big combinations multiply opportunities 
for young men of brains. Hesays he knows 
of more than a half dozen positions, each 
worth from 810.000 to $15,000 a year, which 
are waiting for young men of all-around 
business ability to fill them. He says that 
in the business and industrial world there 
are ‘now ten times as many men receiving

ONEST investigation serves to take the conceit out of 
us as we discover how crude are some of our eating 
habits when examined in the light reflected from older 
and perhaps, in some cases, inferior civilizations. Theo- 


Savarin understood little about eating, though he knew 
how to talk of it, and my experience is that to know who 
to talk it to is quite a lesson in self-restraint. There is 
nothing more unfeeling than descanting upon the pleas- 
ures of the table to the dyspeptic, or the person with an 
inert palate. However, we must remember that the term palate is now but 
a figure of speech, inasmuch as it has been determined that the tongue is the 
seat of tasting in three divisions: the tip responding to acids and pungent 
things; the middle sensible to sweet and bitter, while the back part devotes 
itself to the fla vors emanating from fatty substances. When the butter on 
the bread is good, or when we have sugar on it, we may now be petmitted to 
eat it butter side down. 

The Malays have a proverb: Get first what you like to eat, for you 
are always sure of what you don't like,” and the Javanese have one: “If 
a man declares he has never taken anything but delicious food, the truth 
will be shown in his appearance. If he is stout and well looking, then may 
he be credited, but if, on the contrary, he is poor and lean, then it is impos- 
sible that he should have lived on food good for his sustenauce.” 5 


To many the division between foods and “food accessories” is a 


hazy one, but there is a pronounced distinction, and the new science of diet- 
etics makes the division plain. Foods mast contain nutrients, while food 
accessories may or may not. A determination by rigid test that some of the 


most delectable of luxuries long classed as foods (the mushroom, for instance) 


are wholly wanting in nutriment, and proof that certain much maligned 
condiments (notably black pepper, when properly selected and prepared) 
contain peptic tonics which aid nutrition, are all in line with the inter- 
dependence of the two classes covered by the terms “ foods * on the one 
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suicide, ot which the intensity of Spanish passion is no doubt the cause. 

It is rather disappointing to be told that neither drunkenness nor sexual 
immorality is among the principal direct cause of suicide. Their suicidal 
effect seems to be felt more by the children of the sinners than by the 
sinners. 

It we eould scrutinize the causes of suicide we should probably find that 
the variety was infinite. Numberless are the things which may make a man, 
especially if his liver is out of order, fancy that life is not worth living. Mere 
satiety, it appears, may sometimes have a fatal effect. The mysterious 
death of the wicked Lord Lyttleton, supernaturally predicted, seems to have 
been merely a case of suicide committed by a sated voluptuary and masked 
by a story which he told his friends gf an apparition warning bim that he was 
about to die. Within the writer's notice a case has occurred of suicide com- 


mitted by a wealthy sybarite without assignable cause unless it were weari- 


ness of life, brought to a crisis, perhaps, by disorder of the liver owing to ex- 
treme sultriness of the weather. On the other hand, the writer has known 
a case where the character of the man was excellent, and the only assign- 
able motive was the prospect of having an office thrust upon him and being 
thus compelled to play a public part. The temperament, perhaps, was some- 
thing like that of Cowper, though there was not, as in the case of Cowper, 
insane delusion. | 

We can hardly reckon among suicides cases of euthanasia, as it is called.

This is Daniel Frohman's view of what a 
play should be, given in the guise of advice to 
budding playwrights: 

There are certain sentiments which are 
as old as the hills, which, if you trace them 
back far enough, will be found in the Bible. 
These sentiments must find a place in your 
plot, or else it will have a tremendous handi- 
cap to overcome. First of all, I should say 
that the keynote of a successful serious 
drama or comedy drama should be renuncia- 
tion. The leading characters should repre~ 
sent, not what is ignoble, but what is noble 
Unselfishness should be brought out strong 
ly. Self-sacrifice is another word for the 
same idea. The strong point of your plot 
should be a recognition of the right to hap- 
piness of others in preference to the unjust 
attainment of one’s own desires. The prime 
motive of a play should be love—the love of 
man for a, woman. Greater than love must 
be duty, though when you are able to treat 
your problem so that both love and duty shall 
conquer, you have a perfect outline of an 
ideal play.“ 


The manager has — quite prolific of 
comments lately. In a letter to the Ameri- 
can Dramatists’ club he has explained more 
in detail his views on the relative state of 
the American and the English drama. Aft- 
er defending himself against the charge 
of deriding American plays, he states: 

But it will probably not be controverted 
that the English writers seem more prolific 
than ours; superior sometimes in technique, 
and often in literary art, and frequently in 
invention: and they show an expertness 
in that treatment of character which gives 
such distinction to a work for the stage 
though the effect of the artistic beauty o 
their plays is often destroyed, as a market- 
able commodity in this country, by their 
themes. The average English audience ap- 
pears to like what is called the problem 
play. The American audience, to its credit, 
turns from it. Sensationalism on the stage 
may thrive for the moment, but enduring 
prosperity comes mainly to the plays of 
wholesome interest, where the integrity of 
the hearthstone and the purity of the fam- 
ily relations are maintained. This is 
the American dramatist steps in.“ 

The comparison is just and pithy, and | 
Mr. Frohman has only to act on his own 
arguments, securing the healthy American 
play whenever possible. This, he says, he 
is doing, and as guarantee he promises the 
early production of five American plays. 
He continues, however, to assert a present 
scarcity of good native dramas. Apparentiy 
he has reason for saying the same thing 
about plays of foreign birth.

This confession in a tone half con-

displayed in the music world, and is respon- 
sible for nearly all of the art hypocrisy en- 
countered there. 

Why should it*be a terrible thing to say 
one enjoys a Strauss concert fully as much 
as one does one by the Chicago Orchestra? 
Is enjoyment, then, a thing so lean and puny

Though their number be many, they are not 
dangerous, for they know little or nothing.of 
themselves, but follow blindly whither any 
newcomer leads, and are here today and 
there tomorrow. But the class that is dan- 
gerous is that large class which contains 
those music lovers who, understanding more 
or less of the art in which: they are inter-

Russian System of Succession. 

So much misapprehension prevails with re- 
gard to the Russian system of succession 
that it may be timely to give here a few 
brief words of explanation about the matter. 
The so-called Russian system which pre- 
vails, not only in the Muscovite Empire, but 
also in Holland, Greece, Bavaria, and Wiir- 
‘temberg. provides that all possible male 
heirs to the throne should take precedence 
over the Princesses of the reigning house, 
and that none of the latter should come to 
the throne until the complete extinction of 
the male line. Only then could the rights of 
the two daughters of Emperor Nicholas be 
taken into consideration, and the elder of the 
two-—namely: the little Grand Duchess Olga, 
would naturally come before all other Prin- 
cesses of the imperial house of Romanoff, 
since the succession by women is regulated 
by the degree of the proximity of their re- 
lationship to the Emperor who has reigned 
the last. At the prsent moment there are at 
least twenty or thirty Grand Dukes of Rus- 
sia, who would all have to die without 
leaving any male issue before. the little 
Grand Duchess Oiga could come to the 
throne. She would, however, come before 
her aunts, Xenia and Olga, daughters of the 
late Czar and sisters of Emperor Nicholas, 
and Ukewise before the widowed Duchess of 
Coburg and of Edinburg, only sister of Em- 
peror Alexander III. 

Russia has not alwaye had the succession 
to her throne goverened by this system. In- 
deed, it was discarded by Peter the Great 
in order to enable him to disinherit his diso- 
bedient son Alexis, and he decreed that the 
succession should be determined by a testa- 
mentary disposition of the sovereign for the 
time being. This plan was followed until 
the early part of the present century, Alex- 
ander I. bequeathing his throne to his young- 


latter’s senior, Constantine, until Nicholas 
himself taking note of the fact that Em- 
perors in bequeathing an heir to the throne 
invariably bequeathed a civil war at the 
same time, reverted to the system discarded 
by Peter the Great and which is in force to- 


day.

Grand Duke Michael, who. born on Nov. 
26, 1878, attained his legal majority four

he was, ultimately had to join. Michael has 
always had a tendency to make fun of every- 
thing, to see in all things that come under 
his notice the humorous feature, and has a 
disposition to ridicule and to sarcasm. It he 
becomes sovereign the people of Russia may 
look for a ruler of somewhat the same char- 
acter as jovial King Hal of England. who, 
according to history, was wont to take a 
merry view of life, 


Michael’s Probable Policy. 
Michael may be expected, as Regent or 
as Emperor, to effect radical modifications 
of the policy pursued by his brother Nicholas, 
from whom he is known to differ on a num- 
ber of important points. Thus, for instance, | 
it is no secret that he has all along thor- 
oughly disapproved of his brother’s attitud

Nor does Michael enjoy the advantages 
derived from travel by his brother Nicholas, 
for whereas the latter toured all through 
India, besides visiting Siam, @ochir, China, 
and Japan, returning home across Siberia, 
Michael's knowledge of foreign countries has 
been derived from the annual trips to Copen- 
hagen with his mother and a couple of stays 
with her in the south of France. In fact. it 
is no exaggeration to assert that what he has 
seen of life abroad has been through her 
eyes, the only journey which he has ever 
been permitted to take alone having been a 
voyage from Copenhagen to Aberdeen for 
the purpose of spending a few days with the 
venerable Queen Victoria at Balmoral. The 
gayer side of Parisian life is to him still a 
closed book, and, thanks to the somewhat 
strict supervision to which he has been sub- 
jected by his mother, there have been so far 
none of those affaires de ur un his case 
that served to give a touch of romance to the 

re-nuptial days of Emperor Nicholas. 
There is but one point which he has in com- 
mon with the latter, and in which he differs 
from his father—he has no taste for music.

To Drill on Shipboard. 


The men were not to drill until they had 
got eboard ship, this plan obviating the 
necessity of hiring a hall, with its many 
attendant dangers of inquiry and discovery. 


Those men ‘who joined the expedition were 


picked carefully for their hardihood, their 
physical fitness, their apparent ardor, and 
their ability to keep secret all facts and 
knowledge of the expedition.

“Either the men Honolulu discovered 
they could get along without the regiment or 
else the crisis came too quick for the expedi- 
tion to take part,“ said Mr. Baynes. “ Every- 
thing, however, was in readiness on this side 
of the water. The guns were on the dock at 
Vancouver, the small arms were in the hold 
of the vessel at San Francisco, and the men 
were waiting to hear the starting word when 
they were dumfounded to get word to walt; 
later to find that everything was over.“ 

What became of the guns, the ammunition, 
the small arms, and the uniforms for the 
regiment is not known. For a time after the 
dashing of the hopes of the expedition a 
project was under consideration for the regi- 
ment to embark on their vessels and start for 
South America, a broil between rival factions 
in one of the small republics being in prog- 
ress. This project fell through, however, 
and the regiment disbanded.

Here is a handful of little nuggets from 
a creek bed. As you see, they run from the 
size of a buckshot to that of a marrowfat 
pea. There are lots of them in the gravels of 
the streams, where on account of their weight 
they have lodged and remained, while the 
finer gold has been carried to the ocean, to be 
washed up by the waves and left on the 
beaches. This is the way in which all of the 
beach gold was originally deposited, the 
lighter detritus being carried away and leav- 
ing behind the particles of heavy metal, 
which have thus accumulated. These 
particles are commonly associated with small 
bits of so-called ‘ruby,’ which.is. in reality 
garnet, their appearance together.being due 
simply to the fact that both have a high 

In this little bottle I have a couple of 
ounces of beach gold. The particles are about 
as big as fine sand and are bright, having 
been constantly rubbed and stirred about by 
the action of the waves. For the same reason 
this kind of gold is exceptionally pure. It is 
found only in spots, in the neighborhood of 
the mouths of the creeks which have brought 
the gold to the beach. * 


No Stream, No Gold. 

Where there is no stream there is no 
gold. Most of the beach gold obtained in 
the Nome district this season came from a 
strip less than five miles in length. It was 
about $300,000 worth, and this represented 
the entire available wealth of those golden 
sands. They have been washed out now, and 
that is the end of them, so far as that par- 
ticular locality is concerned. 

There are doubtless other beaches in that 
region which are rich in gold and re- 
main yet to be exploited. One patch of 
seashore only half a mile in length at 
Topkok, eighty miles east of Cape Nome, 


yielded $500,000 this year. Every dollar of, 


it came from the narrow strip between the 
tundra and the water’s edge. The deposit 
was the most productive of its kind ever dis- 
covered. The beach gold is washed out to- 
gether with a good deal of black sand, which 


is composed largely of particles of magnetic 


iron, and these latter are removed with the 
aid of horseshoe magnets. 

“Nome gold in the melted bar is worth 
from $18 to $19 an ounce, while the dust as it 
comes from the diggings is valued at $16 to 
$17. The difference is due to the disappear- 
ance in smelting of impurities such as black 
sand and silica. Even the bar gold is im- 
pure to some extent, containing gome silver 
(as does all native gold wherever found), a 
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little platinum, and trifling amounts of cop- 


per, iron, lead, and bismuth. In a number 


of localities the gold comes out in a ready- 
made amalgam with mercury; the latter ex- 
isting in the same deposits in a native state. 
This is decidedly an advantage to the miner, 
inasmuch as, owing to the affinity of gold 
for quicksilver, the small particles of the 
yellow metal have a tendency to cling to the 
larger „ and thus the fine gold is 


saved. | | 
Richness of Little Minook. 
It is worth mentioning incidentally that 


the Klondike gold is'’somewhat less pure than 


the Nome gold, being worth only $15 or $16 
an ounce. On the other hand, there are 

localities in Alaska which yield gold con- 

siderably more pure than that of Nome. Gold 

from the Little Minook, a stream that empties 

into the Yukon River; averages $20 an ounce. 

It is almost absolutely pure, or nearly twenty- 

four carats, being about .975 fine. When. 
you consider that a 20 gold piece fresh from 

Uncle Sam's mint is only .900 fine, one-tenth 

of the material of the coin being copper, you 

Will realise what exceedingly good stuff the 

Little Minook gold is. 

“The beaches having been to a great ex- 
tent used up, mining in the Nome region next 
summer will be done mainly in the creeks 
and ‘benches.’ Benches are deposits along 
the former channels of the streams, now 
elevated in places many feet above the pres- 
ent creek beds. Next season there will be a 
flocking of miners to the Kougrock district, 
seventy-five miles north of Nome; likewise 
to the Blue Stone district, eighty miles west, 
and to the Council City district, at the head 
of Colovin Bay. In those localities fresh 
strikes of great richness were made this 
year, too late for exploitation, but next sea- 
son they will be scenes of much excitement. 

My own belief is that the Nome gold is 
derived from the beds of prehistoric rivers— 
streams, that is to say, which existed before 
the uplifting of the mountain ranges in that 
region. These ancient rivers doubtless got 
their gold from quartz rocks. ' 

There is a good deal of know how about 
the mining business, and one man will get no 
gold worth mentioning where another more 
expent would earn a big profit. I knew one 
fellow who had a claim on the beach which 
he could make nothing out of, and he asked 
an experienced gold hunter to see what he 
could do with it. The old hand turned to with 
a rocker and cleaned up the stuff at the rate 
of $20 a day easily. Then he became dis- 
satisfied and went over into the new Blue 
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ticability of which he 


Stone district, near Port Clarence, and struck 
a claim on Gold Run that yielded $20,000 in 
a few weeks. 


Swells His Estimate. 


On Sept. 8 last I reported to the Director 
of the Mint that the gold yield of Nome for 
the season had been somewhere between 
$2,000,000 and $2,500,000. Since that date 
the production has been so enormous that 
I have raised my estimate to nearly $5,000,- 
000. This will give you a notion of the rate 
at which the output is growing. Ten million 
dollars for the season of 1901 does not seem’ 
at all excessive. 

Nothing at Nome struck me as more re- 
markable than the diversity of schemes 
and expedients offered for getting the 
gold. Every. man seemed to have 
a brand-new device of his own, in the prac- 

profound 
faith. One idea on which a lot of money was 
wasted was that of obtaining the yellow 
metal from the sands beneath the ocean, 
which, it was taken for granted, were rich in 
gold. A machine of great size was actually 
constructed, which was run on rollers a 
quarter of a mile out into the ocean, where 
it took up the sand from the bottom in huge 
buckets and poured it into sluices. It was 
proved eventually, however, that there was 
no gold worth mentioning beneath the water. 

A more practical genius built a draw- 
bridge connecting one part of Nome City with 
another, which, in my opinion, was one of 
the most remarkable engineering works, con- 
sidering the difficulties involved, ever ac- 
complished, All of the timbers were fetched 
a distance of thirty miles by dog teams. It 
was a real drawbridge, the middle part being 
uplifted in two parts to permit the passage 
af vessels, with the help of great sacks filled 
with stones, which served as counterpoise 
weights. The builder of this bridge took in 
$20,000 in tolls during the season. 

“The region I have described is no place 
for adventurous weaklings. A man who 
goes there in search of fortune should be of 
hardy physique and able to do the most ardu- 
ous sort of manual labor. Given that requis- 
ite, with a little intelligence, one may be 
reasonably sure of getting $3,000 or more 
worth of gold in a season, ‘The best, and 

the usual way, is for three or four men to 
work together on a claim.

Esther Vance, Opera Star and Bandit, Dying After Long Life of Romance. 


UT on the sjope of Mount Da vid- 
son, near Virginia City, Nev., 
Esther Vance is dying after a 
life so full of romance that its 
story is hardly credible in these 
days of matter-of-fact existence. 

‘Esther Vance was born in St. 

Charles, Mo., her father being a 
banker of some prominence in the old days 
of State banking currency. Esther was 
noted for her wit and vivacity, her imitative 
faculty, her beauty, the rapidity of her 
progress in music, and her contempt for 
girl comrades. Left a fortune, she studied 
music in the great conservatories of London 
and Paris, and while in the latter city be- 
— infatuated with an American adven- 

urer. 

For a time she disappeared ahd all trace of 
her became Idst. One day in 1874 she ap- 
peared in San Francisco, where she secured 
an engagement in the Bush Street Opera- 
House.

When they 
have secu the privilege and it has been 
officially approved by the Governor of the 
State they begin to farm out the rights for 
the gambling. None of the members of the 
company is a professional gambler and so 
they sell the rights to those who are expert 
with the cards. A regular scale of prices is 
arranged and if'a man wants to operate a 
monte or roulette table or any of the other 
score of gambling devices which gre popular 


in Mexico, all that is necessary is to go to the 


managers of the company and pay them your 
money. Then he can set up a gambling es- 
tablishment in the plasa or en the open 
ground surrounding the Cathedral we make 
as much money as he can.

Ta the casual visitor the lan of the public 
parks and the ground around the cathedral 
filled with all kinds of gambling tables, 
around which are excited groups of men and 
boys, is a queer one. In any other climate 
such outdoor gambling would be impossible. 
But the perpetual sunshine of Juarez makes 
the open-air games especially pleasant, and 
all during the fiesta the plaza is crowded 
with gamblers or spectators. 

While nearly every one tries his luck at the 
tables during the fiesta, the bull and cock 
fights have their special patrons, who devote 
their money to watching their favorite kind 
of sport. The small boys will hunt all kinds 
of jobs during the week to earn enough money 
to enable them to buy a sun ticket, which 
entitles them to the cheapest seat at the bull 
fight. The prices of the cock fight tickets 
vary greatly and there is no standard. Fifty 
cents in Mexican money is usually the iimit, 
though, and this makes this sort of sport a 
great favorite with the poorer classes.

HE big battle in the corn pit on the 
Board of Trade, ‘which reached 
the culminating point Friday and 
ended one of the sharpest engage- 
ments fought on Change for sev- 
eral years, has set the gossips 
telling of similar contests of the 

past. The shrewd tactics em- 
ployed by young Phillips to maintain his cor- 
ner in the yellow cereal, and the equally 
resourceful though not as successful plays 
made by the crowd to depress the price, 
furnish an example which is not without 
precedent.

said an old trader, makes no comparison 
with the plays that have been made on the 
floor of the board. Why, it was tame. The 
scouring of the West with a fine tooth comb 
for reserves in the country was legitimate 
drama compared with the turn John M. 
Beardsley made in the corn pit one sum- 
mer many years ago. 

John had been bearish on corn and was 
short a fair-sized line, when in August along 
came a drought that scared everybody and 
sent the market up at the fate of half a 
cent toa cent a day for quiteaspell. Every 
day the boys scanned the weather map for 


wrecked mariners watching for a sail. In 
the pit the bears were either watching the 
shorts like hawks or peering out of the 
Board of Trade windows for a cloud. There 
wasn't one in the crowd who was more 
anxious than John M. Beardsley, because | 
the price had been run up on him to a point 
that was far from comfortable. 

** Everybody around the board understands 
perfectly that in time of drought the weather 
in Chicago will often exert more influence 
on the market than conditions faraway. A 
market is more than half sentiment, any- 
way. A thunder-shower in Chicago, where’ 
the boys can see it, will knock a drought in 
Kansas into a cocked hat if the temper of 


Pretended It Had Rained. 
One morning toward the close of August, 
when the market had climbed the ladder 
about as high as John M. Beardsley cared 
to stand idly by and see it go, he camerush- 
ing into the corn pit crying wildly, It's 
raining, boys, it’s raining!’ 

“He held in his hand his white felt hat 
and it was all sprinkled with raindrops. He 
waived it above his head where everybody 
could see it. Well, such a scurry in the pit 
you never saw. Nobody thought eo far as 
to look outside to verify those raindrops. 
The longs made a wild rush to dump their 
holdings. Everybody was selling corn. Be- 
fore the bell announcing the close of Change 
rung the price had broken nearly four cents. 
Meanwhile Beardsley had been doing good 
work buying in his corn, and he covered his 
entire line somewhere near the bottom fig- 
ures of the market that day. 

“It should be said in extenuation of the 
| credulity ot the boys in the pit that there 
had been a few clouds in the sky over Chi- 
cago that morning and the bulls had been 
unduly afraid of rain. Of course nobody ex- 
pected Beardsley to go into the washroom 
and sprinkle some water on the top of his 
hat. That was what he had done, and the 
crowd had fallen into the innocent trap. 
When it was all over and the.traders col- 
lected on the curb everybody appreciated 
Beardsley’s joke. It was so good that they , 
had to acknowledge the corn. The next day 
corn went up again, but Beardsley had cov- 
ered his shorts. It was nearly three weeks 
before rein did really fall to any great ex- 
tent, and if he had not gotten out when he 
did it would have cost him a lot more 
money.“ 


+B. P. Hutchinson’s Tricks. 


In times of wild markets some of the old- 
time brokers never tire of recalling the 
shrewd methods of B. P. Hutchinson in the 
days when he kept the crowd guessing from 
the opening to the close of the market. He 
always had ways of trading that were 
peculiar to him, and eccentricity was a 
favorite method of worsting his opponents. 
One of his tactics was to enter the pit, pass 
around his trading cards, and tell the 
“boys” to put down whatever they chose. 
It looked like a good thing to the uninitiated, 
but the old-timers learned to be wary when 
those cards with B. P. Hutchinson's name 
came around. 
The brokers had one experience with this 
pleasantry of the famous trader which many 
of them have not forgotten to this day. It} 
had been known for some months that a 
big banking concern outside of Chicago was 
interested in a long line of grain, and the 
market was thought to be in good shape 
from a bull standpoint because of’ these 
holdings. The buying side was the popular 
side, and the shorts were not inclined to offer 
much. 
One morning B. P. Hutchinson came into 
the pit and passed around his cards, telling 
the boys as usual to put down, what they 
wanted. It seemed too good a thing to let 
go by, and scores of traders bought round 
lots to their hearts’ content. Before the | 
close news came of the failure of the bank- 
ing house in question. Its holdings were 
dumped on the market and a severe break in 
the price resulted. 
Traders can be found who have an idea 
that a shrewd trader named B. P. Hutchin- 
son had an early tip on what was to take 
place, but never a word would he say about 
it. Something like a smile would creep over 
his rugged features in response to questions, 
but his lips were sealed. 
The experienced operator on Change soon 
learns that sentiment is one of the worst 
factors to fear in a grain situation. The 
force of this observation is illustrated by 
the action of the market one day in July 
of 1896. For several weeks the wheat pit 
had been insufferably dull. Ask a trader 
for news and his gruff response would be, 
„ Nothin’ doin'.“ The floor of the board was 
like a sea in calm, without.a wisp of wind 
to make a movement. Word from the grow- 
ing crops was all one way, “ Good weather 
and a fair yield, barring accidents.” Acci- 
dents failed to materialize and the price 
varied barely half to three-quarters of a 
cent a day for a week at a time. 
On that July day, however, toward the 
close of Change the wheat pit assumed a 
panicky condition. On opposite side of the 
pit, in less time than it takes to tell it, the 
price was half a cent apart. On the right 
side the September was being offered at 54 
cents, while on the left side 54% cents was 
being paid with a rush. No one seemed to 
know what the real price was or what the 
true basis for operations. The official re- 
corder of quotations found it impossible to 
report the market because of the disparity 
of prices and the terrific confusion. When 
the bel] rung to close the trading shortly 
after noon traders were fighting like mad- 
men in efforts to buy and sell. 
. The tangled condition of the trade did not 
"unravel till half an hour after the close, 
when the trade in puts and calls on the 
curb began to subside. Then explanations 
began to be in order, although no one seemed 
to have a logical theory to account for what 
had eccurred. It was not till several days 
after that it was discovered an absent- 
minded broker on receiving an order to buy 
at the telegraph department on the floor had 
rushed into the pit and, by mistake, bid a 
figure for September wheat half a cent 
above the market.

HE map manufacturers of the 
United States probably include 
Democrats as well as Repub-

ated a boom in their business with- 
out parallel.

The construction of the modern map be- 
gins with the head draftsman, who makes

ers. Then the sketch, corrected and finished, 
goes to the etcher, the most consummate 
urtist in the establishment. He takes a 
sheet of copper the sise of the map, covers 
it with a thin layer of wax, and proceeds to 
draw the lines of the map on the waxed sur- 
face.“ instrument cutting a shallow line 
on the copper. An acid solution is then 
poured over the plate. It eats the scratches 
in the copper deeper, and of course does 
not affect the plate where it is protected by 
the wax.

DMUND' BURKE'S famous 


Beautiful first appeared in 
1786, when he was only 26 
years of age. Like Macaulay's 
youthful essay .on Milton, 
it won for its writer instant 
recognition. It brought to 
Burke the friendship of Dr. 
Samuel Johnson, Sir Joshua Reynolds, and 
‘other leaders of English thought. It red 
for him the: editorship of the Ann eg- 
ister; in which he gave renewed proof of the 
marvelous mental powers which were ‘o 
blossom forth in his long literary and par- 
Mamentary career and give him the undis- 
puted title to be called the most eloquent man 
of his time. 


This noted essay is not particularly valua- 
ble for the ideas it sets forth, but its clear, 
ingenuous, and exalted style still makes it 
a classic and a,part of the university read- 
; ing in most English and American schoois. 
Burke’s attempt ta associate the sense of the 
beautiful with relaxation and the sense of 
the sublime with contraction now seems fan- 
tastic, but it was a legitimate product of the 
philosophical thought of that period. The 
value of the essay to the reader of today lies 
chiefly in the manner of the argument and 
in the careful polish ot the style.

A rectitude:of judgment in the arts, which 
may be called a good taste, does in a meas- 
ure depend upon sensibility; because, if the 
mind has no bent to the pleasure of the Imag- 
ination, it will never apply itseif sufficientiy 
to works of that species to acquire a compeé- 
tent knowledge in them. But though a de- 
gree of sensibility is requisite to form a good 
judgment, yet a good judgment does not 
necessarily arise from a quick sensibility of 
pleasure; it frequently happens that a poor 
judge, merely by force of a greater complex- 
ional sensibility, is more affected by a poor 
plece than the best judgment by the most 
perfect; for, as everything new, extraordl- 
nary, grand, or passionate is well caicu- 
lated to affect such a person, and that the 
faults do not affect him, his pleasure is more 
pure and unmixed; and as it ig merely @ 
pleasure of imagination, it is mich higher 
than any which is derived from a rectitude of 
the judgment; the judgment is for the greater 
part employed in throwing stumbling blocks” 
in the way of imagination, in dissipating the, 
scenes of its enchantment, and.in tying us 
down to the disagreeable yoke of reason; 
for almost the only pleasure that men have 
in judging better than others consists in @ 
sort of conscious pride and superiority, 
which arises from thinking rightly; but, 
then, this is an indirect pleasure, a pleasure 
which does not immediately result from the 
object which is under contemplation. 

In the morning of our days, when the 
senses ate unworn and tender, when the 
whole man ls awake in every part, and the 
gloss of novelty fresh upon all the objects 
that surround us, how lively at that time are 
our sensations, but how false and inaccurate 
the judgments we form of things! 1 despair 
of ever receiving the same degree of pleasure 
from the most excellent performancs of 
genius which I felt at that age from pieces 
which my present judgmen as 
trifling and contemptible. . 

The most powerful effects of poetry and 
music have been displayed, and perhaps 
are still displayed, where these arts are but 
in a low and imperfect state. The rude 
hearer is affected by the principles which 
operate in these arts even in their rudest 
condition; and he is not skfliful enough to 
perceive the defects. But as the arts ad- 
vance towards their perfection the sciehcé 
of criticism advances with equal pace, and 
the pleasure of judges is frequently inter 
rupted by the faults which are discovered ig 
the most finished compositions.
